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| speak as a white radical educator and 
I must first admit that I had no intention 
of disrupting William Shockley’s speech. I 
went to the Little Theater to listen to 
him, feeling both sarcastic and absurd. 
Thus I cannot have any legitimate praise 
for the halting of his speech. What I have 
to do, if | am to remain faithful to my 
feelings, is to try to comprehend the 
action of black students before judging its 
legitimacy. A _ radical cannot remain 
neutral. However, I have no intention of 
converting anybody to my view. I only 
hope to provide those interested with an 
alternative mode of perceiving this 
unprecedented event at Sacramento State 
College 

I call my view radical because | intend 
to get to the root and historical context 
of the situation. It is simply impossible to 
gain an adequate understanding of the 
incident by looking at it as an isolated 
entity. Human actions of this nature do 
not take place in isolation; they always 
have a contextual meaning. In the case at 
hand the context is historical and 
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"'. . . Those who profess to favor freedom, 
and yet depreciate agitation, are men who 
want crops without plowing up the ground. 
They want rain without thunder and lightning. 
They want the ocean without the awful roar of 
This struggle may be a moral 
one; or it may be a physical one; or it may 
be both moral and physical; but it must be a 
Power concedes nothing without a 
It never did, and it never will. 
Find out just what people will submit to, and 
you have found out the exact amount of in- 
justice and wrong which will be imposed upon 
them; and these will continue till they are 
resisted with either words or blows, or with 
both. The limits of tyrants are prescribed 
by the endurance of those whom they op- 
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sociological. Thus I try to analyze the 
action of black students tn its contextual 
significance 

I would like to clanfy a number of 
points in the outset. First, although a 
small percentage of black people has 
joined the ranks of middle class America, 
the fact remains that they continue to be, 
objectively and undeniably, an oppressed 
class. Thus when I refer to the oppression 
of blacks in the context of this 
discussion, | do not mean the oppression 
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of black students at Sacramento State 
College but rather the historic oppression 
of black Americans as a whole. 

Likewise, when I use the word victim, | 
am referring to the overwhelming 
majority of black Americans who are 
victimized by the white power structure. 
Second, the action of black students 
against William Shockley was 
fundamentally a class action. They did 
not act as separate individuals. Their 
concern transcended their personal 


Chicano’s Move for Parity at SSC 


%Our Mexican American community is 
neither receiving adequate educational 
attention, nor are its members equitably 
represented as practitioners in the public 
service field.

“That Chicano participation is as low as 


it is reflects a violation of the equal

“Equally important, on a humanistic 
and personal level, we find that Chicanos 


are best equipped, by virtue of our 
cultural background, to serve other 
Chicanos. The evidence is that 


participation by the Chicano population 
in the educational field is seriously 
hampered by lack of understanding of the 


student by the practitioner. (Ethnic 
Isolation of the Mexican American in 
Education, Advance Report, US 


Commission on Civil Rights, April, 1971) 

“Our goal, therefore is to right this 
inequity by providing for more Chicano 
practitioners, and thereby providing for 
better educational and public services to 
the Chicano peoples. 


Thus Mesa _ Directiva begins its 
function. Mesa Directiva is a newly 
organized coalition of the many segments 
of the Chicano community concerned 
with education. It will serve as the 
primary organism through which the 
Chicano community will express its 
collective educational concerns. The 
executive board, chaired by Steve Arvizu 
of the SSC Mexican-American Education 
Project, represents Chicanos from EOP, 
Chicano Studies, MECHA, Sacramento

Chicano groups witnin the community 

And they have chosen SSC as their 
paramount object of concern. Yesterday 
the group issued a statement evidencing 
that concern 
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feelings. They had a collective awareness 
of their situation. They were defending 
the dignit, of all black Americans. Third, 
in the context of my analysis Shockley is 
not a Nobel Prize Professor of engineering 
who has given up his humanity to 
advocate falsehood. He is much more 
than that. He represents the most brutal 
dimension of the historic oppression of 
black Americans, namely the ancient lie 
of the inherent inferiority of the 
oppressed. Thus when I _ mention 
Shockley, I am referring to the most 
vicious spokesm in of the oppressors. 

My spontaneous response to the 
takeover of the stage at Little Theater by 
the black students was positive. Their 
intense and truthful outrage absorbed my 
loyalty immediately. I found myself on 
their side and it felt good. Such 
spontaneous responses, however, do not 
originate in a vacuum. They are the 
product of a set of internalized values. So 
when I talk about comprehending the 
action of black students, I really mean 
conceptualizing my values and knowledge 
in the context of the situation.

are instituted, they are intended primarily 
for the Black Americar 

To the. Chicanos, this indicates a 
serious deficiency in the consciousness of 
the official problem solvers whomever 
they might be 

The Chicanos have no desire to limit 

pportunities for other 
minorities-robbing Peter to pay Paul 
What they desire is to achieve a parity 
They are expressing concern that. the 
ethnic breakdown of students, faculty 
and employees at SSC do not accurately 
reflect the parity which federal statutes 
would dictate. Mesa Directiva has now 
issued a challenge that the college 
respond.

Professor Bond is charitable enough to 
give us a promise too: “If Shockley does 
appear, | might encourage one of my 
classes to work over his views on racial 
inferiority." Here is a good man, as Mark 
Twain said. in the worst sense of the 
word. And then he goes on writing about 
the oddballs who speak freely in London 
Hyde Park as if they have some similarity 
to Shockley and racism in America. After 
reading his entire letter, one is tempted to 
think that the black students disrupted a 
nice picnic, not a racist con man Nobel 
Laureate oppressor 

Martin Brittan of Life Sciences 
Department is as insensitive as Mr. Bond 
He tells us that Shockley’s viewpoint 1s 
unpalatable “to nearly everyone on this 
campus but he “should have been 
allowed the same rights as the disrupters 
in fact the same nights as the disrupters 
have fought so hard to obtain.”

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Recognition of Shockley’s blatant 
deception is, at best. a game for white 
liberals. For blacks, it is the inception of 
their liherating against 
»ppression. White America must realize 
that only the victims can decide when an 
attack such as Shockley’s on this truthful 
recognition becomes a literally intolerable 
act of concrete violence 

Fvery time the oppressed recognizes 
the deception of his source of oppression, 
he moves to a_ higher level of 
consciousness, which is irreversible and 
destined to confront the oppressor. The 
brutal life of inherent inferiority used to 
be the most effective form of deception 
imposed on oppressed people everywhere 
It always led to internalization § of 
oppression and acceptance of the 
deception as real. Black Americans were 
no exception to this general plight of the 
oppressed. It was the gradual recognition 
of this deception which led to their active 
rebellion against racism and exploitation 
in a country which owns more than fifty 
percent of the world’s wealth with only 
Six percent of its population. The birth 
and death of this deception have a brutal 
history, which is inseparable from the 
plight and struggle of all black Americans 
If we want to develop an understanding 
of how it feels to look at William 
Shockley from such a perspective, we 
must side with the blacks and commit 
ourselves to their judgment. Only they 
can tell us about Shockley’s repugnancy 
and oppressiveness 

The third type of criticism is a delicate 
one. It belongs to the camp of those 
genuine liberals who recognize the 
ugliness of both Shockley and the idea of 
inviting him to speak, but nevertheless 
find the disruption more harmful than 
tolerating Shockley.

If one wants to remain committed to 
an open society, it is simply unacceptable 
to have a general principle on the basis of 
which exceptions to the right of free 
speech can be decided. The existence of 
intense conflict between freedom of 
speech and human freedom might be 
determined only in specific situations at 
specific time and space. The sociological 
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context of the conflict is the most 
important variable in judging each case

In the academic communities a touch 
of human sensibility in regard to the 
exercise of free speech can prevent any 
serious problem. It was the total absence 
of such sensibility which brought William 
Shockley to Sacramento State College 
Those who invited him must accept the 
consequences of their shameful action. 

It is ironic that a sociology professor 
was interested in bringing a racist con 
man to our campus. Sociologists study 
societies. A society consists of human 
beings with deep seated feelings and 
sensitivities Aren't the sociologists 
supposed to know something about these 
human qualities? The answer is no, if 
their contact with the social universe is 
limited to American Sociological Review 
and other usually asociological and 
non-human literature of the kind. 

All the insensitive and unsympathetic 
critics of black students have one thing in 
common objectification of victims 
Objectification of people means 
perceiving them in a different way than 
they really are. It has something to do 
with a material object as distinguished 
from a mental concept, idea or belief 
The most extreme formof objectification 
transforms an individual into a thing. It 
can be called thingification of people. 
This was the nature of the relationship 
between slaves and masters. The master 
defined the existence of the slave and the 
slave had no independent definition of 
himself or herself as a person. The path 
from thingification to equality and 
autonomy is long and rugged. During the 
past hundred years America has been 
painfully and reluctantly traveling this 
road. It has much longer to go than most 
people like to believe. If the critics of 
black students are serious about their 
opposition to racism, they must judge the 
action of black students not as an isolated 
event, but as a part and in the context of 
their long and agonizing struggle to 
become what they really are 


I believe that black people are very 
smart, although some may not look like 
it. The black man can be very poor, but 
he can dress better than a rich white per- 
son, He’s smart enough to get money 
when he wants to eat or get a car. 
The white person is so crazy and emo- 
tional. Who don’t hear of no black per- 
son dropping LSD and jumping out a 
window, or crying because he or she 
got a C on his report card. The white 
man is jealous, because he gets mad 
when he sees a black man dress better 
or outsmarts him. He gets back the 
black man through his pig power struc-
